Freachmen from 
their oath of silegiance to Henry the Third, in 
consequence of the murder of the Cardinal de 
Guise,—and subsequently to refuse to 
the claims of Henry the Fourth, even after his 
conversion to Catholicism, on the allegation 
that there was ‘denger de feintine ot de perfhdis.’

The Emperor Napoleon par- 
tially restored the Sorbonne, by making it the 
head-quarters of the University, aad the seat of 
the Faculties of Theology, Science, sad Belles- 
Lettres.— Evening Bullenn.

Q. Way ave tin foot warmers covered with 
fanned? 

A. 1st.—That the polish of the tin may not 
be injared ;

A. Because this paste is 8 very bed conductor 
of heat ; and, therefore, prevents the escape of 
heat from the furnace. 

Q. If a stove be placed in the middle of s 
room, should it be made of bricks or iron / 

A. A stove in the widdl: of « reom should be 
made of :rom. because iron is an excellent con- 
ductor, and rapidly communicates beat to the 
air around.

A. To the tep of the ligusd ; because the cold 
portions will always de«end, aad allow the 
warmer parts to come in contact with the cool- 
tng substance.

Homs-maps Guaso.—I see by different agri- 
cultaral publications, the anaiety many farmers 
have of enriching their soil by lime, gypsum,

loads of any kind of soil I cam procure free from 
stone, to a heap near my kitehen and wash- 
I pat it op like « coal-pit—large 
at the base and small at the top. The top 1 
make concave, so 68 to contain half-a-barrel of 
water. To this top I place « plank, to which 
slate are nailed to walk up on, and I have all 
the dish-water, soep-suds, chamber-ley, meat 
and fish pickle, and every kind of refuse from in 
and about the house, carried to this heap. I fre. 
quently add a little plavter. After it bas been 
there six months, tuix it well, bau! it owt, and 
supply its place with another heap. It is « 
cheap manure, and far exceeds lite, gypsum, 
or guano; all of which I have used to « large 
extent.
